Having suitably recovered from a serious bout of Xmas pud fever and 
over-indulgent New Year celebrations, the boating world kicks off 1989 
with the London Boat Show, an event which attracts both the boat 
enthusiast and the casual punter. Artur O’Hanlon dons his yellow mac 
and provides the low-down on this year’s show. 


strange phenomenon rears its 
head each January. It’s noted by 
a narrow audience, but that 
makes it no less unusual. It's a 
migration and one watched by 
London’s tube travellers who in 
commuting boredom more normally just 
monitor the migration of foraging mice 
in the track’s refuse-strewn pit. 

No, this is altogether more colourful. 
In office bound suits the unitiated 
simply see the parade of rainbowed 
cagoules as absurd, but to those in the 
know it’s foul-weather gear and the 
annual trek to the London Boat Show. 
Look at me, |’m a boater, screams the 
outfit to those busy thinking of other two 
syllable descriptions. 

Quite why the sailing wardrobe is to 
SO many a necessary part of a visit to 
the Earls Court Exhibition Hall, | have 
never understood, despite my own long 
affair with sailing. And as | slump along 
the District Line in anonymous garb I’m 
just glad my rags aren't as heavy and 
sweaty as those crowding me into the 
crush. At sea they serve a purpose, but 
ashore, well... 

It's that badged approach which for 
many years has stigmatised the boater;

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Jack tarred with the brush of elitism. 
But beneath the assumed snobbery, 
there lies a different truth — it's a many 
sided sport and it needn't cost an arm 
and a leg to get into. For a start: ninety 
quid for a canoe or rowboat you can 
fish from, or twice that for a 
secondhand sailing dinghy or 
windsurfer... 

Hell, in these changing times 
reportedly we all have more leisure time 
to fill. And then there are those who 
even dare to say we have more money 
to spend on our spare time than ever 
before. Leaving socio-economic 
arguments aside, the boating statistics 
certainly show some truth in this, and 
it's on these facts that boat shows like 
London’s initiate more and more folk 
into boating each year. 

The 1989 Boat Show, running from 
5th — 15th January, is likely to see 
250,000 people passing through ‘the 
Earls Court turnstiles, with many of 
these adding to the £315 million spent 
on the sport in the UK alone last year. 
At present 1,000,000 people contribute 
to this spend with more than 800,000 
craft privately owned, from dinghy to 
hedonist’s luxury yacht. This makes 


boating the biggest spending sport in 
the UK, but even then it just totals a 
meagre 0.5% of our total leisure spend. 

But despite the diversity displayed 
in the exhibition, the instant imagery is 
cash and loads of it. A carpeted sea of 
boats big and small. Fish out of water 
maybe, but larger than life with most 
standing tall above the marine tyre- 
kickers. In excess of 600 boats from 
500 exhibitors. 

Whether there to peruse or 
purchase, the biggest draw has to be 
the fantasy. The stuff of Harold Robbins’ 
best-sellers rather than Ransome's 
Swallows And Amazons. |f power's your 
game it may be the fabulously sleek 
and fast 50mph Super America 50 from 
Cantieri Riva, Italy’s bespoke boat- 
builder to the ridiculously rich. 5Oft of 
sheer sensuality and a cabin plan 
based on tending the owner's nether 


regions. The old maxim has it that if you 


have to ask the price you can’t afford 
the £500,000 you need. 

The stories are legion and Earls 
Court legénd tells of the red-faced 
salesfellow whose nose pointed 
skyward until the denim-clad browser 
who'd asked to pay for a different half- 


ay 


million quid boat by American Express 
was identified as an Arab prince. That'll 
do nicely, he was forced to say. 

For some the focal point is the 
show’s epicentre, for here the boats 
float in their element -— a 2,250,000 
gallon marina in the heart of the 
exhibition. It takes more than three days 
to fill and is surrounded this year by a 
mock-up of Malta with filmset archi- 
tecture, piped seagull sounds and a 
stage hosting the inevitable fashion 
spectacular. 

The side attractions are many and 
for the skipper who gives the crew a 
hard time, just point him towards the 
replica of the lifeboat in which Captain 
Bligh and his few supporters were cast 
adrift from the Bounty. Anthony Hopkins 
evidently had enough of the Captain's 
Law in his remake of the film, for he 
won't be there to sign autographs. 

Those 200 years ago it took old 
Bligh 41 days to make his 3600 mile 
journey to what he thought would be 
sanctuary, but if the comfort and speed 
factors of that seem on the low side, 
check out the Sunseeker International 
stand. Amid an impressive array of 
sleek Mediterranean-styled power craft 
from this top British builder, comes the 
ultimate speedboat — the Thunderhawk 
43. It's big at 43ft, but it's no ordinary 
power cruiser. Dressed to kill and 
driven by 1200hp, this machine hits 
speed in excess of GOmph and handles 
like a dream. For bronzing there's a 
huge sunbed area behind the walnut 
trimmed cockpit, that boasts not just 
one fridge for drinks but two, and below 
deck there are more comforts and 
kingsize beds than most dare to build 
into their homes. 

Lower down the register, pop along 
to Picton Boats and you'll find a new 
16ft 9in Royale ski-boat for little more 
than £3,000. Admittedly that’s without 
outboard engine, but a survey of the 
engine makers’ wares on display will 
find a suitable 50 or 100hp unit for 
either around £2,500 or £5,000. Again, 
further down, the trend now is to offer 
complete starter packages and for 
£1,500 you'll find a dinky boat and 
engine combination to zip a party of 
four around at 15mph or more. 

In the world of sail the biggest you'll 
find is the Oyster 53, again British built 
and an excellent showpiece of 
craftsmanship. Beautifully manicured 
teak joinery both inside and out of the 
glassfibre hull. And reflecting modern 
times a rig that needs no more muscle 
than it takes to press a button to wind in 
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the sails on the hydraulically controlled 
rig and winches. Cost is in the region of 
£300,000 but it does save a trip to the 
travel agent if you fancy a winter in the 
Caribbean. Just up anchor and off you 
go. 
On the side of modesty, the French 
have pioneered the middle market of 
performance cruising sailboats with 
names like Jeanneau and Bénéteau 
building their boats a la car production 
line. And interestingly interior designers 
are now being employed to innovate 
living space previously dominated by 
traditional thinking, the marine 
equivalent to the two-up two-down. 
From Bénéteau this year comes a 


‘daring First 41s5, which sleeping eight 


in four cabins in a pacy hull, truly takes 
bigboat sailing into the designer 
conscious Nineties. 

Smaller and surely the most 
expensive 36ft sailboat ever built, the 
Swan 36 from Nautor of Finland will find 
its very own niche. Again a true piece 
of design and from one of the world’s 
finer production boatbuilders, this 
exquisite piece of thinking starts at 
around £100,000. A third more than the 
larger First 41s5, but you do get what 


you pay for. 

For me all this is too much. I'll sail 
theirs and others like it, but if it’s my 
pocket that’s paying I'll be off to the 
specialised Windsurfing and Dinghy 
World sections. In the first, £400 will get 
me going, while £1,000 will take me 
wave jumping, though the air fare to 
Hawaii will cost the same again. In the 
latter, similar sums will set me up with a 
dinghy to delight but if | wanted the Star 
dinghy that Mike McIntyre and Bryn 
Vaile won their Seoul Olympic Gold with 
I'd have to pay six times the largest 
amount. 

It can be a confusing business, but 
in breaking down the door of elitism the 
British Marine Industries Federation 
runs a handy service called Boatline. It's 
a year round service accessed by 
telephoning 0932 845890, but the 
people behind it are at the show on 


Stand Z1 to answer enquiries and point 


you in the direction of the boat or 
boating bit that will best meet your 
needs. 

So, browsing or buying, there's 
something for most everyone, if only the 
chance to dream or compare notes on 
this strange courting migration. Ot—,

Fast, powerful and exciting, that’s the Hunton Gazelle powerboats. 
Diana Willows reveals the appeal of the XRS28 and RS35. 
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magine the power thrust of two Rolls 

Royce engines under your feet and 

enough wind force to rip the bikini 
top off a shapely blonde. Then add sun 
and sea and the seduction of speed on 
water. That is powerboating. 

Various analogies have been used to 
describe the experience of powerboat 
racing, being dragged across a 
ploughed field on a.tin tray by a team of 
wild horses’, or ‘think of the nastiest 
fairground ride, only cubed’ are just two 
examples. In other words, the ultimate 
test of man and machine. 


Jeff Hunton should know, For it is on 
this premise that for the last ten years he 
has been designing and developing a 
highly successful range of luxury 
Cruisers. The phrase ‘racing improves 
the breed’ may be an overworked cliche 
but it's as true in the building of leisure 
boats for speed, handling and 
performance as it ever was in motor 
racing. 


The term ‘thoroughbred is used 


advisedly since these Hunton Gazelle 
high performance Cruisers have 
notched up over eighty Cruiser racing 


eo | | 


class wins. The RS28 model has held 
both British National Cruiser A and B 
class speed records since they took up 
the cudgels. Hunton Gazelles notched 
up impressive victories too by winning 
both Cruiser classes in the 2000 mile 
Round Britain Powerboat Race of 1984. 
And you cant say better than that. . 

But don’t be deceived into thinking 
these boats are just lean, mean race 
machines. One in-depth test concluded 
that the builders had achieved a happy 
union between the requirements 
of comfortable cruising and high

performance racing. ‘Any boat which 
can meet these often conflicting 
requirements with such style and 
panache must come into. the 
thoroughbred category,’ they said. 

someone once remarked that 
‘cruising boats are bought for three 
reasons. Two of them seem to have 
slipped my mind but they probably had 
something to do with entertainment and 
fresh air. As to the third, there’s certainly 
more room for that than there is in your 
average sports Car. 

The Hunton Gazelle XRS28 model 
has a slender deep-vee hull shape 
which gives excellent handling 
Characteristics at speed in the type of 
seas which would send lesser craft 
scurrying for harbour. There are few 
craft as comfortable as a Hunton in 
rough seas, which is probably one 
reason why the intrepid Lady Arran, first 
woman to reach 100mph on water, 
chose to race a Hunton Gazelle XRS28. 

Hunton offer the XRS28 with a choice 
of different engine options ranging from 
twin 135hp Mercruisers up to twin 
2/Ohp, 5.7 litre V8 Magnums giving a 
speed of almost 65mph. And that feels 
fast on water. 

The craft is fully equipped for 
entertaining with accommodation for 
two people making it the ideal weekend 
Cruising craft. The two berths can 
alternatively convert to a generous 
double for close comfort. During the 
day there is room for six people to sit 
around a table and listen to the 
standard stereo cassette system or 
perhaps have a wild game of Libido. 

For those more interested in 
sunbathing there is a comfy sunbed for 
tanning while the skipper studies his 
array of gadgets in the cockpit. These 
include as standard, a compass, echo 
sounder, speedometer and full engine 
instrumentation. 

Comfortable interiors include wall to 
wall deep pile carpet which can be 
matched to a choice of upholstery 
fabrics and either ash or teak 
woodwork. The galley slave has a 
cooker on which to produce 
gastranomic extravaganzas and a sink 
to stack the dirty dishes when the 
party's over. There’s also a toilet 
compartment in the cabin and a shower 
can be fitted if required. 

One of the clever touches thought up 
by Hunton is the Gazelle clothing pack 
given away with every boat. It includes 
‘designer’ jackets and overalls, 
nostalgically reminiscent of the natty

luggage sold with one of Italian 
designer Bertone’s’ sporty little 
numbers. 

The cost of this wonder machine 
with, say two Mercruiser 180hp petrol 
engines (one size down from racing 
V8s) is £38,500. 

The Gazelle RS35 at 35ft is an 
altogether sleeker and more 
streamlined beast. Quite a stunner and 
definitely one to impress. One of the 
most adrenalin-inducing features 
available is the Mercruiser Silent Choice § Se 
exhaust system (an option on an V8 : 
model). This device operates by the 
flick of a switch to divert the exhausts 
through the propellers under water and 
thus reduce noise levels. 

With open exhausts you can gain as 
much as 10hp per engine at the same 
time as producing an anti-social ear 
shattering sound which could be 
mistaken for the sound of four Porsches Laying in wake 
revving up simultaneousy. It's a stunning 
way to make sure everyone knows 
you're in town but it's guaranteed to get 
right up the neighbours’ nostrils in 
confined spaces. 

Engine power on the 35 foot Gazelle 
again allows various options. You might 
plump for the twin Mercruiser 330hp 
which produce a total of almost 15 litres 
and will give you a fuel consumption in 
the region of 16 gallons an hour at 
cruising speed or a maximum of 32 
gallons at full lightning racing speeds. 
Or there’s the optimum choice of twin 
575hp Mercruiser racing engines which 
can feasably achieve speeds of up to 
80mph, as well as bringing the noise up 
to orgasmic levels and endearing you to 
the rag and stick sailors in any marina. 
To put this in context, we're talking here 
of a craft which can handle power units 
in excess of 1000hp, similar to the 
power of a Spitfire. And | don’t mean a : 
Triumph Spitfire! In control 

Engine compartments reflect racing 
experience with automatic lifting 
hatches for easy access and enough 
standing room to work comfortably on 
the motors. A broad strip of non-slip 
treadmaster saves the mechanic 
slipping around oily glass fibre. 

The RS35 offers more in the way of 
accomodation having a forward cabin 
with a double berth and vanity unit. A 
saloon settee converts to a double berth. 
A stacking stereo system in this model 
gives 50w per channel so there'll be no 
problem with parties on. board, 
particularly as there are extension 
speakers in the cockpit. You could try 
having a party with the rest of St. Tropez. 

Various refinements such as a 
microwave in the galley and refrigerator 
add to the creature comforts and, with 
the XRS28, there are many options 
available, ranging from extra bilge 
pumps and sunbathing cushions to CD

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In common with a variety of in-depth 
boat tests on the Hunton Gazelle high 
performance range of Cruisers, little has 
been said on the subject of 
disadvantages. That’s because there 
aren't too many. Competitive models 
might sacrifice hull design, and 
consequently handling qualities, in 
order to offer more spacious 
accomodation but this is a compromise 
Hunton won't be making. 7 

Fuel tanks take 900 litres as 
compared to 450 on the smalier model 
so there's no problem.in nipping across 
the channel for a dirty weekend. And 
the cost of this 35ft dream machine, 
with a mid-range engine option of twin 
petrol 330hp Mercruisers is around 
£69,600. 

So, leap into your motor, change 
your image and head for the coast. Or 
perhaps you've invested in one of those 
trendy little marina appartments in the 
Med. with a mooring attached. Either 
way, don't be put off by the yellow welly 
brigade or the trials of Sunday night’s 
Soap on Water. If you haven’t tried it 
you ll never know...

TOP OF THE 


CLASS 


The Needles Trophy, a week before the Cowes Classic, is one of the toughest 
offshore races for Britain’s Cruiser class. David Graham-Smith was there with 
his Goodmans Penthouse Flipper and he allowed Alan Harper from Motor 
Boat & Yachting into the cockpit. Here is his account of the event.

oO, this was to be my come- 

uppance. ‘Its going to be 

horrible out there,’ said David. 
There was something in the way he said 
‘horrible’ that seemed to evoke all the 
bumps and bruises he has suffered in 
ten years of Cruiser Class racing. He 
must be one of Surrey’s most thoroughly 
pummelled solicitors. 

‘We thought that since last year was 
So fine, it was time you had a rough 
one, old boy.’ 

He was right, of course. Last year | 
had put on my racing suit and 
sunglasses, soaked up the carnival 
atmosphere among the Italian teams on 
the quay, gone out racing on a beautiful 
summer's day, and written an article 
about it (Motor Boat & Yachting, May). If 
| really wanted a taste of offshore 
racing, it was time | had a rough one.

David's bleak prediction was 
confirmed at the driver’s briefing. 
Outside it was blowing a hooligan. 
Inside a striped marquee, which was 
itself inside a huge boatshed — were 
they worried it would blow away? — Tony 
Lewis, officer of the day, announced 
gravely: ‘We have implemented rough- 
weather courses.’ 

Murmerings spread through the 
crowd of drivers and navigators; the 
monohull crews were disappointed, but 
the catamarans were now in with a 
chance. Last year three men died — on 
a calm day, it’s true — but the club was 
taking no chances. This was the 
penultimate round of the European 
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Class | and II championship, and Poole 
Town Quay was packed with giant 
trucks and trailers. 

Rough-weather courses are shorter, 
inshore versions of the real thing. Class 
| and || boats now had 94 miles to race, 
instead of 160. Class IIl and Cruisers 
came down to 69 miles — three short 
laps, instead of two shorts and a long. 

David Graham-Smith’s 30ft Flipper 
Goodmans Penthouse, re-engined with 
twin 200hp Suzukis to bring her up to 
the Cruiser B maximum, does more than 
55 knots. But as well as being one of 
the faster Cruisers on the circuit, she 
also likes rough water. The first race of 
the season, at Spithead on May 1, saw 
her finish ahead of the fleet in punishing 
conditions, racing past the new 28ft 
Hunton Raven Estates in a mad, 
bouncing dash for the line. 

Then in the 168-mile London to 
Brighton Marathon, with conditions as 
bad as David can remember, she was 
the only cruiser to make it. Navigator 
Steve Field told me how they had 
counted off the seconds as the boat 
flew through the air: if nothing 
happened after three he’d glance over 
the side to see where they were. 

There is no ripcord to pull, but the 
role of mad parachutist suits Steve's 
clean-cut military look. He seems to get 


Out on trial 


a perverse pleasure out of rough races, 
and admits it is a slightly daft way of 
spending a Sunday. It’s a bit like 
jumping off buildings, he said. 

Never having been in a rough race, | 
wasnt sure whether I'd get any 
pleasure, perverse or otherwise, out of 
this one. David greeted the news of the 
shortened courses impassively. Steve 
didn't seem to mind. | couldn’t decide 
whether to be disappointed or relieved 
— until Steve told me it would still be 
plenty rough out there. Fine. 

The start was hairy. Class | and Il 
had gone five minutes earlier, and the 
air was still thick with exhaust smoke. 
Ranged in line abreast off the start 
boat’s starboard quarter, our fleet 
stretched out for a quarter of mile: a 
sunlit rabble of bucking, twisting Class 
Ill cats and monos, then us, with David 
fighting the wheel as seven or eight 
other Cruisers tried to climb into the 
cockpit. P77, a new revenger dubbed 
Sweet Revenge, was about five feet off 
David's right shoulder. Just past them 
loomed the huge red and yellow mass 
of Wonderfire, Tony Young's 36ft Bonito, 
then the new Hunton 35 /nter Couture 
and the distinctly professional Falcon 
Force. 

At the far end streaked P7, Stuart 
Raven's trim, fast and reliable Hunton 


28. Topping the national championship 
table, Raven Estates had three wins 
behind her this season, against 
Goodmans Penthouse’s two. The others 
were fast and competitive, and the big 
ones might do well in the rough, but as 
far as David was concerned this was a 
two-boat race. 

At 40 knots a jagged line of boats 
surged past Bournemouth waterfront, 
straining at the leash. Then a flag went 
up on the start boat and David rammed 
the throttles home. 

After the usual jousting at the first 


turn marks, the race spread out — but — 


with 62 boats on inshore courses Poole 
Bay was crowded, and we were never 
alone. Our rough leg was from 
Christchurch Ledge across to Swanage, 
a ten-mile endurance trial straight into 
the teeth of a strong westerly wind that 
had lifted an eight-foot swell, added a 
lively chop on top, and had now just 
about blown itself out. We banked hard 
right around the mark, David looking 
over his shoulder at the rearing bulk of 
Falcon Force, too close for comfort. 

The sea was black, deeply ridged 
and scarred white like the back of a 
whale. Wonderfire overcooked it 200 
yards ahead, aiming her long snout at 
the sky and coming down stern first into 
the trough — but she carried on. Fat Cat 
couldn't take it; the first four-litre Puma 
catamaran turned inshore to find flat 
water, hoping that soeed would make 
up for extra miles. David braced 
himself, right hand on the throttles, and 
Goodmans Penthouse started to fly. 


Coming your way 


You've got to keep your knees bent. | 
knew that. But it was complicated. 
There were valleys as well as peaks, 
and when the sea dropped away the 
boat followed. Rather confused by this, 
my feet would go down to see where 
the boat had gone, taking my legs 
along for company. At this point my 
knees invariably stopped concentrating. 

Then the boat would find the sea 
again, and greet it like an old friend with 
a mighty slap on the back. My feet, 
dangling in mid-air and still heading 
downwards, would meet the boat on its 
way back up, and their enthusiastic 
reunion — my feet were always very 
pleased to see the boat again — would 
be transmitted faithfully through locked 
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They're off 


knees, up the spine and straight into my 

crash helmet. It was an emotional time. 
Three times we had to endure the 

offshore leg, and with each lap the 


‘racing fleet thinned out. There was no 


sign of /nter Couture, and we had 
already seen Falcon Force drop out. In 
a short, shouted discussion David and 
Steve decided that the only two 
Cruisers in front were Wonderfire and 
Raven Estates. 

And there they were, two smoke- 
smudged flashes of spray, battling it out 
half a mile ahead. We had a race on our 
hands — with eight or nine miles to the 
finish, we might just catch them. The 
Swanage turn buoy approached and 
David applied more power as the seas 
flattened out. 

Suddenly Wonderfire slowed and 
stopped — broken down. We shot past 
on her port side, but the crew didnt 
look up. This was David's two-boat race. 
It began to sink in that we might actually 
win. 

The three orange helmets ahead 
didn’t look round as we pulled them 
back, inch by inch, and closed to 200 
yards. They had watched Wonderfire 
stop, and thought the race was all 
wrapped up. 

The next turn buoy flashed past. At a 
hundred yards we crossed their wake 
and David lined us up to overtake. Still 
they didn’t look round. Steve ducked 
below the screen and pulled me down, 
out of the wind — we needed every 
ounce of speed. He was shouting, fists 
clenched as he hung on: ‘Come on you 
beauty, come on!’ Steve fitted out 
Goodmans Penthouse, and has spent 
more time on her than anyone. Now she 
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was doing her best for him. 

And still they didn't look round. Half a 
mile before the last turn buoy we drew 
alongside, 50 feet away, and three grim 
faces suddenly turned and saw. But we 
had them. David eased us round the 
mark to keep our speed up as Raven 
Estates turned more tightly, trying to 
shorten the distance to the line. 

But we had them, and took the flag 
just in front. After an hour and 43 
minutes of racing, there were four 
seconds in it. Next to the press boat 
Steve Curtis and his crew were standing 
on the foredeck of his Cougar 
catamaran spraying champagne over 
each other. They had only come third, 
but the papers wanted pictures of the 
world Class | champion, and he wasnt 
going to turn down a drink. We motored 
over to claim our own bubbly, and 
Curtis shouted across: ‘Was that a 
rough one, or what?’ Ot,

| individual models. Ray Bulman, powerboat correspondent 


for the Daily Telegraph, brings attention to the name of Shakespeare 
| and looks at the Sigma and Swallow. 


Swallow this | 
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The Swallow in full flight 
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Sitting pretty 


ew will dispute Bill Shakespeare 
as being among those 
responsible for the current 
popularity of powerboating in Britain. 
Unfortunately he was also one of the 
first British drivers in modern powerboat 
racing to lose his life in a sport he so 
dearly loved. ae 

Many of his friends were convince 
‘Shakey Bill’ — the nick name he earned 
— was invincible but when his time 
came, at the age of 40, it was far from 
glamorous and left the sport in a state 
of shock. 

Bill, who took the World 2 litre water 
speed record in one of his own non- 
production racing catamarans at 
104.06mph 12 months earlier, was 
practising for the 1971 Windermere 3 
Hour Grand Prix. Travelling in excess of 
100mph, far above the norm 20 years 
ago, he suddenly nose-dived beneath 
the surface and disappeared. Neither 
Bill Shakespeare or his catamaran were 
ever found. 

He left behind a host of fast runabout 
designs, all personally tested which 
have since been proven around the 
world by a devoted band of satisfied 
owners. 

The Shakespeare company has 
progressed a long way from its original 
boatyard at Tewkesbury on the banks of 
the River Avon -— the river after which 
many models were titled. It is now 
based at Hartlebury in Worcestershire 
and while the underwater shape of its 
craft has changed little since Bill 
Shakespeare traced their lines, much 
has altered above the surface. 

Current demand calls for functional 
layouts with a style matching the 80s. 
Modern reinforced plastics allow flowing 
shapes impossible in the old days of 
wood construction. The result is the 
eye-catching appearance which 
Shakespeare runabouts are world 
renown. 

The runabout is a craft which fills the 
role its name implies — a small in-shore 
motor boat capable of travelling from 
place to place as quickly as possible. 

Runabouts were first introduced in 
the 1920s when owners and crews of 
large steam yachts needed to ferry 
guests to a local yacht club or 
restaurant. As the shore was often some 
distance away, speed was vital 
particularly in inclement weather. 


As boating boomed in the post-war 


years and came within reach of the 
average family, it was the runabout 
which provided a motorised alternative 
for those who saw the sailing dinghy 
purely for the dedicated rather than the 
casual enthusiast. The relatively new 
sport of water-skiing also required 
small, fast tugboats for which runabouts 
were ideal. Shakespeare craft were 
there to meet this demand and are still 
there today. ss 
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Shakespeare International Marine 
currently offers a range of six 
runabouts. It begins with the 14ft.3in. 
(4.4m) Snipe 400S and extends to the 
20ft. (6.1m) 610 — intended for more 
exposed waters — but the relatively new 
Sigma and Sigma XS at 15ft.9in.(4.8m) 
probably meet the requirements of the 
average runabout user. 

Its beam of 5ft.10in. is 4in. wider 
than the larger 16ft.5in. Signet and 
hence it can accept more powerful 
outboards. In fact, the Sigma-will cruise 
tranquilly with a 50hp engine and have 
power in hand to give sufficient 
performance for modest skiing, but fit 
115hp on the stern and the experienced 
owner/driver will have the ride of a 
lifetime without any risk of losing control. 

The newer Swallow is somewhat 
larger, with a length of 18ft and a beam 
of 5ft 11ins. Once again, it offers various 
power options, ranging from 7Ohp right 
up to a powerful 150hp engine. 

The styling of both boats are in 
keeping with Shakespeare tradition with 
a white hull and deck hightlighted by 
blue stripes. This colour scheme is 
supplemented in the cockpit where the 
two forward facing bucket seats and 
rear bench, with sufficient space for 
three adults, is colour matched using 
red, white and blue. 

As for speeds, the 50hp engine in 
the Sigma will take you up to 
approximately 30mph while the largest 
engine of 115hp, if tuned properly, will 
zap you up to maximum speeds of 
around 55mph, which for such a short 
boat is quite some speed. The larger 
Swallow, with the smaller 7Ohp engine is 
capable of about 35mph while the 
150hp engine will take you in excess of 
55mph, if the boat is trimmed properly. 

Additional equipment known as the 
XS pack expands the capabilities of 
these five seaters for water-skiing. It 
allows the forward crew seat to slide off 
its rails and be reversed for an observer 
to watch the skier astern. It also 
provides a speedometer, bow ski 
storage, side pockets in the cockpit, 
underfloor bouyancy and interior side 
handles. 

Then there’s the matter of money. For 
the Sigma, the XS pack adds £405.00 
to the basic price of £2,325 but at 
£2,730 (ex VAT), plus approximately a 
further £4,000 for engine and trailer, the 
Sigma XS will transport you into the 
world of fast boats for well under 
£10,000. The same too with the 
Swallow, kicking off at a basic price of 
£2,620 (ex VAT), rising to £3,040 for the 
XS model. Add £4,250 for engine and 
trailer and you're set to impress your 
mates while the blonde on the ski-rope 
astern becomes the envy of all. 

Indeed a powerful inheritance for 
which Bill Shakespeare would have 


been proud... Ot,

Twin 
375hp Carterpillar diesels can be 
installed instead of the Volvos, giving 
another knot on the top speed. 

You control the boat from one of two 
helm positions, one up on the flying 
bridge, where there's room for half a 
dozen or more to soak up the sea air, 
and the other in the shelter of the vast 
wheelhouse cum deck saloon. 

The standard interior layout has 
accomodation for six in three cabins: an 
‘owner's stateroom’ right forward with a 
large double berth and its own toilet 
and shower compartment, and two 
guest cabins, sharing a second 
toilet/shower compartment. A well 
equipped galley uses both gas and 
electricity (from an onboard generator 
or when in a marina by shore power). 
There’s a conventional cooker, 
microwave, a fridge, a large sink/drainer 
unit and lots of storage space. 

In the alternative layout one of the 
guest cabins is replaced by an open 
dinette, and both the galley and the 
forward cabin are slightly larger. As a 
further option you can have a small two-

berth cabin right aft. It is very small 
indeed; not for anyone who suffers from 
claustrophobia. Fairline describe it as 
‘for crew or children’. 

The Fairline 50 is well built and well 
fitted out, with attractive interior joinery 
in teak with afromosia trim or, for those 
who want a lighter look, in crown ash. 
Soft furnishings and carpets come ina 
choice of co-ordinating colours.
